WASHINGTON, May 21-—~The 
Treaty /of Versailles will be back in 
the Senate within nincty days with 
@ message from President Harding 
urging that it be ratified. 

That is the conviction which is 
growing very fast among those who 
have been closely following events 
since the new administration came 
into power. 

It will be a greatly modified 
treaty as compared with the form 
in which President Wilson sent it 
to the Senate, and had it sent back 
to him withowt the ratifying reso- 
lution. 

All sections and clauses referring 
directly or indirectly to the League 
of Nations will be eliminated, in- 
cluding, of course, the covenant it- 
self with its famous Article X.

CHICAGO, May 21.—With heat 
prostrations reported from many 
sections of the city, summer took a 
strong hold upon Chicago this aft- 
ernoon, as the temperature climbed 
to a record level. ’

responsibilities. 

The so-called bitter-enders tn the 
Senate, under the leadership of 
Johneow and Borah, will fight to 
prevent the ratification of the 
treaty, even with the League cove- 
naht and other objectionable fea- 
tures cut out. 

The administration knows this 
perfectiy well and is preparing for 
the battle. 

EXPECT SAFE MARGIN. 

It is hoped that when the show- 
down comes friendty relations will 
have been established with enough 


Senators to more than offaet the’ Ban 


Johnson-Borah influence, and that 
there will be a safe ‘margin over 
the two-thirds required for ratifica- 
tion. 

Assuming that the administration 
wins ite fight and gets the treaty 
ratified, the decks will then be 
cleared for the initiation of the 
Harding program for an association 
of nations. 

The passage by Congress of the 

nox resolution declaring a state of 
peace with Germany will in no way 
interfere with the United States 
later joining her former allies in the 
Vereailies Treaty, with modifica- 
tions. The Knox resolution is in no 
sense a substitute for a peace treaty. 

The question which President’ 
Harding will have to decide after 
the Knox resolution has been 
passed and signed by him is wheth- 
er he will negotiate a separate peace 
treaty with Germany without ref- 
erence to the Versailles Treaty, or 
become a party to such parts of the 
latter as meet with his approval. 
All the Indications point toward his 
adopting the latter course.

American Exporters Are Yet 
 Seattered, Unorganized, 
Says Hoover. 
Foreign Governments Uut to 
Get Control of Oil, Other 
Natural Resources. 


Great Britain and France are ab 
ready on the firing line with the last 
innovations of commercial warfare 
nd Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
has warned Congress that the United 
States should lose no time in per- 
fecting trade weapons to meet the 
onsiaughts of its foreign competi- 
tors. 

While these foreign governmen ts 
are reaching out for control of vast 
oll and other natural 
enormous combinations of foreign 
capital are in the markets of 
the world to do battle with the 
scattered and unorganized American 
exporters. At the same time similar 
gigantic combinations in EB 
countries are pooling their importa- 
tions from the United States and. 
rea ejiminating purchasing competi- 
tion among themselves and taking 
advantage of the selling cdmpetition 
among Americans, are obtaining 
American raw materials and manu- 
factured goods at bargain prices. 

COMBINATIONS NEEDED. 

The ¢onviction is perveding that 
if America ie even te held is own 
in this contest, American produceré 
and exporters must be allowed to 
combine tn trading with foreigners 
in the manner prohibited in domestic 

merce by the Sherman antitrust 

Ww. The Webb-Pomerene Act per- 
mitting combinations of exporters in 
foreign trade is a step in this direc- 
tion, but a feeble step, it is amerted, 


In making his successful appeal 
for additional apprepriations for 
trade expansion Secretary Hoover 
lifted the curtain for the benefit of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee on the commercial war among 


the nations. 

“The world is faced with an ed. 
tirely new era in foreign trade,” 
said Mr. Hoover. Ms, to the eco- 
nomi¢ situation a 4 there,is a 
growing tendency to consolidate for 
militant export purposes im 
tically every country in Europe. 
‘Thies is developing in two directions 
The consolidation of industrial con- 
cerns by mergers of capital, and in 
this direction the departures are 
more general even than in the United 
States before the antitrust laws. 
There is another type of combina- 
tion for export trade which con- 
sists in the direct combination of 
exporters for unity in the exploita- 
tion of foreign markets. 

COLLECTIVE ACTION,

tions we must secure more collective 
action on the part of our indus- 
tries. I have a feeling that if we 
are to! hold our own we must at 
least be able to furnish the special

foreign commerce that requires a 
great deal of study and consideration, 
and that is a new type of foreign 
combinations—combinations of. im- 
ports.

LIKE ENGLISH WEATHER. 


But American lability is not 
like the Trafalgar fountains. It is 
like Niagara. It never stops, under 
the silent stars or the rolling storms, 
There seems always to be the same 
human heat and pressure behind it; 
®m is like the central heating of the 
hotels as explained in the advertise- 
ments and announcements. The 
temperature can be regulated, but it 
lis not. And the climate is always 
| rather overpowering for an English- 
man, whose mood changes like his 
own mutable and shifting sky. The 
English mood is like the English 
weather; it is a nuisance and a na- 
tional necessity. 

If any one Wishes to understand 
the quarrel! between Dickens and the 
Americans, let him turn to that 
chapter in “Martin Chuezzlewit,” In 
which young Martin has to receive 
endless files and députations of total! 
strangers, each announced by name 
and demanding formal salutation. 
There are several things to be no- 
ticed about this incident. To be- 
gin with, it did not happen to Mar- 
tin Chuzziewit, but it did happen to 
Charlies ‘ickens. 

Dickens is incorporating, almost 
without alteration, a passage from 
a diary in the middle of a story, as 
he did when he ineluded the ad- 
mirable account of the prison pe- 
tition of John Dickens as the prison 
petition of Wilkins Micawber. There 
is no particular reason why even 
the gregarious Americans should so 
throng the portals of a perfectiy 
obscure steerage passenger like 
young Chuzzilewit. There was every 
reason why they should throng the 
portals of the author of “Pickwick” 
and “Oliver Twist.” And no doubt 
they did. If I may be permitted the 
aleatary image, you bet ey did. 

Similar troops of sociable human 
bel have visited giuch more in- 
significant ‘English travelers in 
f America, with some of whom I am 
myself acquainted. I myself have 
the luck to be a little more stodgy 
and less sensitive than many of my 
countrymen, and ¢ertainly less sen- 
sitive than Dickens. But I know 
what it was that annoyed him about 
that unending and unchanging 
stream of American visitors; it was 
the unendiffg and unchanging stream 


|spirits. A people living on such a 
| lofty but level tableland do not un- 
derstand the ups and downs of the 
English temperament, the ternper of 
a nation of eccentrics or (as they 
used to be called) of humorists. 

There is something very national 
in the very name of the old play of 


the play more often acted in real 
life is “Every Man Out of His 
Humor.” It is true, as Matthew 
| Arnold said, that an Englishman 
wants to do as he likes; but it is not 
always true even that he likes what 
he likes. An Englishman can be 
friendly and yet not feel friendly. 
Or he can be friendly and yet not 
feel hospitable. Or he can feel hos- 
pitable and yet not welcome those 
whom he really loves. He can think

INTERNATIONAL SATIRES. 

American sociability sweeps away 
any such subtiety. It cannot be ex- 


pected to understand the paradox 
or perversity of the Englishman 
who thus can feel friendly and avoid 
friends. That is e truth in the 
suggestion that Dickens was senti- 
mental. It means that he probably 
felt most sociable when he was soli- | 


tary. 

ain all these attempts to describe 
the indescribable, to indicate the real 
but unconscious differences between 
the two peoples, I have tried to bal- 
ance my words without the ir- 
jrelevant bias of praise and blame. 
Both characteristics always cut both 
ways. On one side this comrade- 
ship makes possible a certain com- 
munal courage, a democratic deri- 
sion of rich men in high places, that 
is not easy in our smaller and more 
stratified society. On the other 
hand, the Englishman has certainly 
more liberty, if less equality and 
fraternity. 

But the richest compensation of 
the Englishman is not even in the 
word lUlberty, but rather tn the word 
poetry. That humor of escape or 
seclusion, that genial isolation, that 
healing of the wounds of friendship 
by what Christian Science would call 
absent treatment, that is the best

TY RIGHTS AND WRONGS. 

Public opiniéa in this country will 
undoubtedly agree with the British Pre- 
mier in his declaration that “Great Brit- 
ain cannot consent to stand by while 
the treaty her representatives signed less 
than two years ago is being trampled 
upon. Children of the treaty cannot be al- 
lowed to break the crockery in Europe with 
impunity.” 

But for the Treaty of Versailles, Poland 
would not now be a sovereign power; and 
it certainly comes with {ll grace for the 
Poles to be the first to violate the law to 
which they owe their national existence. 

Germany bas finally agreed to comply 
with the terms of the treaty. She has made 
the first of the payments demanded of her 
and has adopted legisiation necessary to 
collect in taxes the future payments. And 
Germany now posSesses equal rights under 
that treaty with the nations with whom 
she was lately at war. The Treaty of Ver- 
sailles is the supreme law of Europe. It 
makes no distinction of friendly and un- 
friendly nations. It is an agreement which 
every one of its signatories is pledged to 
support. 

Poland is bound by treaty pledges to 
abide by the plebiscite in Silesia. The de- 
cision of the people themselves is in favor 
of Germany and, under the treaty, Silesia 
is now German territory. International 
justice must have no favored nations. If 
it is to be accepted as the sovereign law 
of the world it must look with equal favor 
on every people. 

Judging from the Paris cables, the French 
press and politicians are not inclined to 
support Lioyd George tn his defense of the 
Versailies Treaty. France has always main- 
tained an affection for the Poles and there 
seems to be a disposition in French political 
circles to condone the Polish invasion of 
Silesia. The Times trusts that the French 
Premier and the Chamber of Deputies will 
not permit their sympathy to encroach upon 
their judgment to the extent of countenanc- 
ing a violation of the peace treaty. 

When Germany was trying to evade her 
pledges Great Britain loyally supported the 
French contention that treaties were made 
to be observed. Secretary of State Hughes 
took the same position, throwing the mora! 
support of our government on the side of 
the Allies. 

But the British and American govern- 
ments acted from a sense of justice and 
not of favor. The French jingoes do not 
seem to realize that the same argument 
which justifies the seizure of Silesia by the 
Poles would justify the seizure of Alsace- 
Lorraine by the Germans. The German 
title to Silesia is equally as good as that 
of France to her restored province; better, 
in fact, for she has enjoyed uninterrupted 
possession much longer. 

France need not be told what would be 
the attitude of Great Britain and the United 
States if armed hordes of Germans should 
cross the Rhine and take possession of the 


Alsace-Lorraine cities. But France seems 


to fail to understand that a spirit of Anglo- 
Saxon justice compels us to take exactly 
the same attitude in regard to the invasion 
of Silesia. 

We repeat that there is no favored na- 
tion clause in the Treaty of Versailles. 
The rights guaranteed to Germany under 
that treaty are just as sacred as any of its 
other guarantees. We must not forget 
President Wilson's plédge te the German 
people, the pledge on which they over- 
threw the Hohenzollern dynasty and signed 
the armistice: “We shall be just, even to 
those to whom we do not want to be just.” 

That is the American attitude in regard 
to the invasion of Silesia. German terri- 
tory is just as sacred under the treaty as 
that of any other nation. Germany has ad- 
mitted her fault and has made the repara- 
tions demanded of her, under compulsion 
to be sure, but still she has made them; 
and Germany is now entitled to equal con- 
sideration with the other signatories of the 
treaty, so long as she keeps the peace. 

There have been occasions during the last 
two years when French patriots in a frenzy 
of excitement or enthusiasm have permit- 
ted their passions to prevail over their 
judgment. The fervent Latin spirit be- 
comes s0 superheated that it is tempted to 
do murder for a friend. The French pos- 
sess a high sense of honor that would not 
permit them to take personal advantage, 
even of Germany, through an evasion of 
the terms of the Versailles Treaty. The 
French government has never asked aught 
but what the treaty confers; and the 
French generals have abandoned occupied 
territory as fast as Germany has fulfilled 
the pledges whose forfeiture led to the 
seizure. But a psychology peculiar to the 
Latin races permits a Frenchman to con- 
done in a friend an act that honor would 
pever permit him to commit himself. 

It is well that it is Polish irregulars and 
not government troops who have invaded 


Silesian territory. To accept their occu- 


pancy as “un fait accompli,” as some of the 
French press and politicians suggest, would 
be to basely condone a violation of the 
present peace treaty hardly more justifi- 
able than the German invasion of Belgium. 
The new law of nations makes equal jus- 
tice and not the “fait accompli” the basis 
of international relations. 


We repeat that Germany's past wrongs 
cannot dispossess her of present rights. 


VOTE TAKEN. 

Ambassador Harvey said in his Lon- 
don speech that the people of America 
voted against the League of Nations by 
a majority of over seven millions. Where 
does he get that stuff? Millions of men 
and women to whom the League of Nations 
was the leading issue voted as did Taft, 
Hughes, Hoover and other leaders under 
the assurance that only through Harding 
and the Republican majority could a real 
League agreement ever be reached. Every 
vote that was ever taken, anywhere, straw 
or real, showed an overwhelming propor- 
tion in favor of Americag participation in 
the League. There were differences as to 
the character and extent of that participa- 
tion. There was demand for reservations 
or an explanation of terms, but as to the 
value and importance of a League and the 
necessity of American membership therein 
there was never for a moment any question 
as to where the majority of American vot- 
ers stood. Does William H. Taft concede 
that when he voted for Harding he voted 
against the League of Nations’? Not at all. 
Neither do millions of others. Ambassador 
Harvey's implication that the American 
voters knowingly and willingly recorded a 
majority of more then seven millions 
ageinst any League of Nations is both un- 
true and unjust 


UTTING A GIANT TO WORK. 

The general project to harness the 
Colorado River to generate hydroelectric 
power, irrigate lands now arid and remove 
flood menace has for many years been be- 
fore the American people as one of the 
nation’s most valuable opportunities. The 
recent survey of the Boulder Canyon dam 
site below the Grand Canyon of the Colo 
rado and the reports of engineers present 
in definite, tangible form a practical way 
to undertake the work. 

The early development of this project is 
of the most vital importance to the whole 
Pacific Southwestern country. The best- 
informed people in the Southwest, who have 
thoroughly investigated the project, believe 
that the enterprise can be worked out to 
the best advantage by private capital un- 
der a government permit from the United 
States Water Power Commission, with the 
city of Los Angeles taking a substantial in- 
terest in the undertaking. 

The importance of power in the develop- 
ment of the United States in the near fu- 
ture can hardly be overestimated. Hydro- 
electric energy is the chief factor in pro 
moting civic growth and in increasing pro- 
duction. The Southwest, because of nat- 
ural conditions, offers the richest oppor- 
tunities in the country for generating hy- 
droelectric energy on a large scale and the 
Colorado River power enterprise is the 
Southwest's most valuable power asset. 

The Boulder Canyon power enterprise 
would furnish motive power for railroads. 
It would vastly increase the manufacturing 
capacity of the whole Southwest. It would 
furnish power for the cotton gins of Impe 
rial Valley. It would provide cheap power 
for mines and would be the means of open- 
ing up hundreds of mines that could be 
worked at a good profit and which can get 
power from no other source. Mines in the 
Southwest that could not be profitably op- 
erated at all with high-priced power would 
show a good profit with cheap power such 
as the Colorado River power projett could 
furnish. 

The lure of cheap power, industry's prin- 
cipa) desideratum, would bring manufactur- 
ing plants, great and small, to the commu- 
nities of the Southwest. A tremendous in- 
crease in manufacturing output and conse- 
quently, of, wealth and pepulation will in- 
evitably résult from the development of the 
Southwest's power opportunity on the Colo- 
rado River. Cheap hydroelectric power 
such as could be obtained in enormous 
quantity from the Colorado River, ideal cli- 
mate and working conditions and the price 
less boon of industrial freedom combine to 
form a magnet of irresistible force to draw 
manufacturing employers and employees. 

An abundance of cheap power would op 
erate in a hundred ways to promote the 
we and prosperity of the communities 
of the Southwest and the benefits would be 
spread al] over this portion of the country. 
All the communities, large and smail, 
should be,interested in the consummation 
of the Boulder Canyon power enterprise 
because they will all share in the incalcu- 
lable benefits that will accrue. . 

Cheap power is a substantial advantage 
not only because it builds up manufactur- 
ing establishments, stimulates che mining 


industry and turns the wheel of railroads, 


but it is an asset in every home. WBlectric- 
ity is playing a more important part in 
home life than ever before. Even in the 
humbler homes it will soon be commonly 
used not only for lighting. but for beating, 
refrigerating and for household appliances. 

The Boulder Canyon dam will be the high- 
est in the world and will create the largest 
storage reservoir. The government survey 
and engineer's estimates Show that, even at 
the lowest power rates prevailing in the 
United States, the Boulder Canyon power 


enterprise will yield a fair dividend on the* 


investment. 
Building a dam at Boulder Canyon is jus- 


‘tified, as a business proposition, on its abil- 


ity to produce power alone, but the benefits 
do not stop there. Incidentally, in each of 
two other ways the project will more than 
pay for itself directly and the indirect ben- 
efits to the Southwest are too great to even 
be estimated. The government and the 
States involved, together with holders of 
private lands in the Co‘orado Basin, could 
irrigate 1,000,000 acres of the richest land 
on earth that is now nonproductive. Con- 
trolling the turbulent Colorado at Boulder 
Canyon will restrain the floods that an- 
nually menace with destruction 600,000 or 
mofe acres of intensively cultivated land 
below sea level in the Imperial Valley. 
Property worth hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars, many times the cost of the Boulder 
Canyon project, would be made secure. 

Any one of these beneficial results of 
building a dam at Boulder Canyon and stor- 
ing the waters of the Colorado River would 
justify as an economic proposition the 
whole cost of the undertaking. The Colo 
rado River project has been before the 
people of the country and under considera- 
tion by interested communities and indi- 
viduals for many years, but until the pas- 
sage of the power bill, creating a national 
Power Commission, by Congress at ita last 
session there had seemed to be no practi- 
cable way of bringing about this develop- 
ment through the expenditure of private 
capital, which undoubtedly is the most fea- 
sible way* of reconciling and co-ordinating 
all Interests. 

The Boulder Canyon enterprise, under- 
taken by private capital under «a permit 
from the United States Power Commission, 
will not only do more than any other one 
thing to promote the growth of the South- 
west by increasing its productive power, 
but will augment the feeling of good will 
between the communities. It is not a small 
enterprise for which communities will 
strive against each other. It is so vast 
and its benefits so huge that all will share 
in them. The chief interest and con- 
cern of every community in the Southwest 
is not which community shall appear to 
have the greatest advantage, but rather that 
the work shall be undertaken and completed 
with the least possible delay.

ITERATURE—AND LIFE.” 
“That is true in literature, but litera- 
ture is not life.” 

_8So spoke Paul Bourget, the great French 
romancer and meralist, in testifying at the 
trial of the wife of M. Caillaux for killing 
the editor of Figaro. Bourget had felt for 
the French publisher one of those passion- 
ate friendships that reach their highest de- 
velopment in the warm countries bordering 
on the Mediterranean. Yet a written page 
that he had brought back from a psycholog- 
ical excursion into the realm of pure intel- 
ligence had evoked a sentiment that led to 
his friend's death. From the very horror 
of it Bourget has not yet fully recovered. 
He had encountered what is sometimes met 
in the course of life, a situation without 
issue. 

Bourget had been itn the office of bis 
friend and had retired to an adjoining room 
when the editor went to meet the wife of 
his political enemy and his death. When 
he came to testify at the trial the attorney 
for the defense read a passage from one 
of Bourget’s psychological romances which 
seemed to justify the act of a wife in slay- 
ing her husband's enemy. It was then that 
Bourget posed the subtile distinction be 
tween romance and reality. 

But do@s the distinction actually exist? 
Is it mot true that there are writers who 
possess the magic gift of making fiction 
more real than reality itself? Reflection 
is sometimes more dangerous than action. 
“The truest things,” wrote About, in a para- 
doxical summary of one of his romances, 
“are the things that never happened.” 
Macbeth, Othello and Hamlet livéd in the 
race and the environment where the genius 
of Shakespeare discovered them, phantoms 


We boast that ours is a government of 
ideas. “But from whence are the ideas de- 
rived? Can we be certain that they do 
not originate in literature as often as in 
life? What transports of patriotiam, what 
burning love of one’s native.land are 
evoked when one reads “A Man Without a 
Country,” a piece of pure fiction+some- 
thing that was not, but might have been! 
In penning his masterpiece Edward Everett 
Hale was writing future history. He was 
giving to the future American soldier and 
sailor an ideal. There are still those in the 
South who see in “Uncle Tom's Cabin” one 
of the compelling causes of the Civil War. 

It is the moral and spiritual life of a 
people that counts. Material existence is 
earthly; it carries too often the nolsome 
odors of the sewers and the slums. When 
German materialism, better disciplined 
than the ancient Roman legions, encoun- 
tered the idealism of France and the Unit- 
ed States, it fattened like a bullet fired 
against a rock. The faith of free peoples 
was a better buckler than the armor of 
despotism. 

One of the anomalies of the present po- 
litical situation in Europe is the justitica- 
tion that the French press is offering for 
the invasion of Silesia by the Poles. It is 
a flagrant violation of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles; yet the romantic love of the French 
people for a phantom, for the Poland of 
tragic and heroic memory, has blinded her 
to the crimes against justice of the present- 
day Poles. Poland of the eighteenth cen- 
tury is a memory; that of the twentieth is 
a hope not yet fully realized. An unbridled 
patriotism is making of the Poles their 
own worst enemies. 

There is a psychological spark in the ; 
Latin temperament which, in flying upward, 
impels at times a Frenchman to defend a 
friend who is wrong against any enemy 
who is right. It is a problem of the senses, 
of the passions, rather than of the intellect. 
Reason has no part in it. ‘ 

For a century the patriotic and politically 
enslaved Pole has been a hero of French 
fiction. France entered into a war under 
the ancient monarchy to defend the integ- 
rity of Poland. The revolution of 1848 was 
fomented when the reigning government re- 
fused to etrike a blow to win back to the 


race of Kosciusko thelr ravished freedom. |. 


For fifty years the Pole has been the mar- 
tyr and the German the villain of French 
historic romance. And to ask the present 
generation in France, still palpitating with 
the patriotic fervor of the great war. to 
take the part of the villain against the hero 


‘stitious nor temperamental. 


is asking more than the Latin temperament 
is able to perform. A French division will 


} march without wavering into a sone 


of poison gas, machine-gun fire and 
barbed-wire entanglements, but not 
against their friends the Poles to 
protect German interests. And it is 
very doubtful whether French troops 
on the ground would remain neutral 
when superior numbers of Germans 
were fighting Polish troops. 

The Polish legend is too realistic 
to be forgotten. The voice of the 
dead incites the living to be true to 
the memory of the past. There are 
traditions that facts cannot dispel. 
Lioyd George may well express his 
amazement at the attitude, not of 
the French government, but of the 
populace. He cannot understand 
why he should be denounced for de- 
fending the treaty that guarantees 
the future security of France. But 
Lioyd George comes of a matter-of- 
fact race, one that is neither super- 
He can- 
not grasp the psychology of a peo- 
ple in whom sentiment is more im- 
pelling than reason. 

It is the thinkers of a country, 
often its romancers, who write in ad- 
vance the history of its tomorrows. 
This is especially true of emotional 
races like the French and the Ital- 
jans. One must appreciate this fact 
and be a student of history to inter- 
pret what is now taking place over- 
seas. And, before we blame the 
French too severely, it is well to re- 
eall with what patriotic fervor we 
have all drunk to that toast, “But, 
right or wrong, my country.” Bour- 
get may testify that “literature is 
not life.” but it is nevertheless true 
that what is written in the literature 
of one generation finds a place in 
the history of the next.

BOLSHEVIST INFLUENCE. 

“Based upon the report of George 
P. West, which was issued in the 
name of the Industrial Relations 
Committee, a vast amount of prop- 


aganda circulated and some of 
tt found way into Ruesia. where 
it cause@ considerable commotion 


which resulted in representation be- 
ing made by the Bolsheviat element 
in behalf of Mooney to the United 
States Ambassador. In that way 
the case came forcibly to the atten- 
tion of President Whiison, who in- 
structed the President's mediation 
committee to investigate the s0- 
called bomb cases in order to ap- 
pease this Bolshevist element. (See 
the commission's report, Finding 
19.) The commission came to San 
Francisco and remained here two or 
three days, during which time the 
commissioners interviewed the at- 
torneys and sympathizers of the de- 
fense. None of those interviewed 
testified under oath. Nor was any- 
one connected with the prosecution 
interviewed, either of the police or of 
the Dietrict Attorney's office, yet the 
commission could not see any good 
in Mooney. I quote from their re- 
port, as follows: 

“Finding 4: the antecedents of 
these five persons, particularly of 
Thomas J. Mooney. have occasioned 
the war tmportance of the case. 
Mooney, at the time of his arrest. was 
a *ell-known labor radical on the 
Coast. He associated with anarchists: 
was a believer in “direct action” in 
labor controversies: had once been 
indicted for attempted dynamiting of 
the property of a San Francisco 
public utility, but after three trials 
was acquitted.’ However, the re- 
port as a whole is unsatisfactory and 
must necessarily be so. because of 
the superficial investigation made 
by the commission, and because the 
commission had in mind appeasing 
the so-called liberal element in the 
United States and Russia. 


TRY TO TRICK COURTS. 
“Since the conviction of Billings 
and Mooney every known trick and 
device have been resorted to in an 


effort to upset the verdicts of these 
two juries. After Billings had been 
convicted his attorneys made a mo- 
tion for a new trial, claiming new- 
ly-diacovered evidence favorable to 
the defendant and supported that 
claim by submitting to the court a 
number of affidavits. One affidavit 
was made by Dan D. Donaldson, who 
claimed that about 1 p.m... July 22. 
1916. he entered the building at 7721 
Market street. where he conversed 
with Miss Smith and carried with 
him a large handbag. The attorneys 
for the defense contended that the 
witnesses for the prosecution had 
mistaken Donaldson for Billings. 
Donaldson later admitted to the 
court that at 1 p.m. he was on a 
ateamer between Valielo and San

“Another affidavit was made by |

FALSE AFFIDAVIT. 

“When Mooney came up for trial 
this newly discovered evidence had | 
apparently lost tts significance, be- 
cause none of the affidavit-makers 
was called as a witness. Neverthe- 
less, the same tactics were resorted 
to after Mooney had been convicted. 
A woman named La Posse made an | 
affidavit to the effect that, at the 
time Oxman testified that he was) 
at Stewart and Market streets, she | 
saw him and conversed with him | 
about a mile further up the street. | 
A number of witnesses came forward | 
and testified that they saw Oxman 
at Stewart and Market streets, and 
Mrs. la Posse has since admitted | 
that the affidavit was false and that | 
she was paid for making it. Although | 
the judge had shown a very friendly | 
attitude toward the defense during | 
the trial, he could not grant Mooney 
a new trial and sentenced him to) 
hang. In both Instances the cases | 
were appealed to the higher courts) 
and the verdicts sustained. | 

“Shortly after Mooney had been | 
convicted, Oxman was charged wijh 
suborning perjury based upon cer- | 
tain letters which be had written 
to Ed Rigal. The grand jury in-. 
vestigated the charge and refused to 
indict Oxman. This was not the | 

@ grand ju that returned the 
indictments net Mooney and his | 
co-defendants. However, a police | 
judge issued a warrant for Oxman's 
arrest and held him for trial in the 
Superior Court, where Oxman was 
promptly acquitted by a jury. 

OXMAN’'S TESTIMONY.

Soldier’s Salary More Than 
City Officials’. 


{4 FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE) 

COBLENZ, April 30.—The pay of 
a second lieutenant in the American 
| Army on the Rhine is equivalent. at 
present rates of exchange, to that 
of Marshal Foch. 

This may explain in part why the 
American Army of 15,000 men costs 

more than 80.000 French 
troops in the Mayence sone. It ac- 
counts also for the exaggerated 
statement from German sources that 
America’s Oghting force ¢ost Ger- 
many more than all the Allied armies 
of occupation. 

Marshal Foch's salary is 33,000 
france. A second lieutenant In the 
American forces in Germany re- 
ceives $2120 a year, which extra al- 
lotments bring up to about $2300. 
At the rate of exchange of 14% 
francs to the dollar, the second leu- 
tenant draws about 33.350 francs a 


year.

Japan Plans to Continent 


Whh Huge Rail’ Project. 


Japan, it is reported, contem- 
plates the construction of a il- 
road from her occupied area in 


Manchuria through Inner Mongolia. 
across the desert of Gobi, into Chi- 
nese Turkestan across what was 
Russian Trans-Caspiania, touching 
the Caspian Sea. into Mesopotamia, 
terminating at Bagdad upon the 
Tigris. 

At the Mesopotamian metropolis 
it would link up with the Constan- 
tinople-Bagdad Rallway, with its ex- 
tension to tne rersian Gulf ane 
along the seacoast into India, and 
with the line that is certain to be 
constructed across the Syrian desert 
to Palestine and Egypt. 


Ite right of way does not cross or 
| interfere with the existing Siberian 
'Trans-Continental Railway, nor wita 
the forthcoming British Chino-In- 
dian railway, which is certain some 
day to connect Shanghai and Cal- 
cutta by way of the Yangtse Kiang 
Valley and Burma.

Burbank - Glendale Indus- 
trial District Secures Fac- 
tory of Local Concern. ' 


First announcement was made yes- 
terday thet the Ever-Ready Heater 
Company of this city had made plans, 
for the erection of a factory at Bur- 
bank, which elicited facts illustrat- 
ing the speed with which many ' 
the building accessories 
in Los Angeles have come to rep- 
resent important adjuncts to the 
building trades and have developed 
industries from small beginnings to 
large proportions.

Hardships “were encountered by 
the crew engaged in the work,

made a year ago that Death Valley 


would be marked. Water in large 
quantities had to be carried into the 
valley, and the tank in which the 
club crew carried this water sprang 
a leak at night and they were two 
days without water for the car or 
themselves. 


The desert which surrounds the 
sunken pit, below sea level, known 
as the Valley of Death, was also 
marked with metal signs on metal 
posts. 


Metal signs and posts were used 
so that travelers would not chop 
them up for firewood, as they have 
done with all wooden signs pre- 
viously erected tn that vicinity. The 
metal signs and posts are expected 
to endure for many months unless 
thoughtless voyageurs shoot ‘em up 
as they pass along. This type of 
vandaliem is decried by the govern- 
ment, and stern steps are soon to 
be taken against it. 

More than a year has been con- 
sumed in charting the valley, manu- 
facturing the signs and _ erecting 
them, and it was done by the Auto 
Club largely to save lives on the 
desert.

THROUGH ARIZONA WILDS. 


Interesting Trip to ‘irand Canyon ina Mod- 
ern Sedan and in Comfort.

Our trip was planned with two)! 
objects in view, an outing and fish- 
ing trip through territory new to 
us and also to make a thorough 
test over territory as rough as 
could be selected, to ascertain the 


quality of our Oakland and the 
feasibility of using a sedan for this 
class of work. 

In order to make this test more 
conclusive, we determined to carry 
our camp equipment, supplies, guns, 


ammunition, etc.. in a_ trailer 
hooked on behind, which, when 
loaded, gave us an additional 


weight to pull, of over 1200 pounds. 
For his purpose, we selected the 
Auto Camp Trailer, made in Sagi- 
naw, Mich., equipped with 30 by 
3% tires. 

EASTERN ROUTE, 

The route selected was along the

FOR “BLACK HEAD?” 


Batter and Section: 

The discovery Of a entive treatment 
for the destractive bdilackhead of turkeys 
has just been announced by Drs. H. M. and 
Paul Wegeforth of San Diego, in the Jour- 
nal of Pharmacology and Experimental 
Therapeutics, published at Baltimore. 

As is well known, the direct ennual loss 
from this highly infectious disease in cer- 
tain sections is heavy. Im some districts it 
is practically impossible to raise turkeys 

at all because of the presence of the causa- 
tive agent of the disease. This resulta not 
only in a great financial loss to poultrymen, 
but many persons are deterred from enter- 
ing the business and. the consuming public 
pays higher prices because of the fewer 
numbers and increased cost of raising tur- 


Blackhead was first brought to public no- 
tice when it became extremely serious in 
Rhode Island and Maryland about 1892. 
Dr. Theobald Smith, ome time chief of the 
U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry, finally 
discovered the catéal organism, named by 
him as “amoeba maleagridis,” and clasei- 
fied the disease as an entero-hepatitis, or 
inflammation of the liver and intestines. 
This organiem is closely related to that 
producing a form of dysentery in human 


beings. 

Some years ago Dr. H. M. Wegeforth es 
tablished @ poultry ranch in Paradise Val- 
ley, Sam Diego, where climatic conditions 
are ideal for this industry. On new ground 
where so far as known no turkeys had 
ever been raiged before, forty birds were 
raised the first year from stock brought 
from Ohio, no disease appeaging. The next 
year (1915) without any new birds or eggs 
being brought to the ranch, blaékhead sud- 
denly appeared and more than half of the 
young stock and one of the old birds died. 
During the next year (1916) only one bird 
out of eighty hatched survived, although 
sixty reached the age when they were able 
to in the trees. The entire stock was 
then of and the ranch moved « 
quarter of a mile to new ground on which 
turkeys certainly had not been for twenty 
years and probably not even before ; 
The first year no blackhead appeared, but 
the second out of a hatch of-216 all but 
seventy-two died, most of them from this 
disease. Conditions were repeated in 
1919, as out of 209 young turkeys hatched 
that year all Dut fifty-two died, the disease

These birds .were separated into 
three pens, the six in the first being given 
the fluid extract of fpecac. treatment, those 
in the second being fed With a mash con- 
taining three teaspoons of powdere4 
ipecac to the quart for three successive 
days, and those in the third pen being used 
as a control and given ordimary food with 
no ipecac. No birds from, either of the 
ae Ste pens contracted disease, but 
in third pen four died of bdiackhead 
within, sixty days, two remaining healthy. 

Experiments were resumed in the spring 
of 1920, powdered ipecac being given in the 
food. The dosage used was a teaspoonful 
twice a week for each unit of twenty tur- 
keys, no difference being made for age or 
size. One hundred and six birds were 
hatched this season and allowed to run 
with the older turkeys over ground that 
was thoroughly infected with the disease, 
but mo bilackhead .appeared in. the flock. 
Up to the time this report was written sot 
a single case of blackhead had appeared in

tion of ‘mental tests.’ This neglect to 
analyze and to take heed of what ig actual- 
ly being measured is specially prone to oe 
cur im the use of mental tests. 

“I urge extreme caution, at least for thé 
present, in standardizing ‘mental tests’ 
and in popularizing their use. In sdme 
forms, no doubt, tests can be usefully ap- 
plied en masse—for example, with the ob- 
ject of determining the standard of infel- 


. leet which a boy of given age should attain 


in order to class*him as suitable or unsuilt- 
able to be taught in an ‘ordinary’ or ‘spe- 
cial’ school. But such tests are ‘tests of 
production,’ not ‘mental tests.’ They de- 
termine how much an individual can work, 
how much he knows—not how he works, 
how he knows. A man’s productivity, of 
course, is what we want to ascertain in 
everyday life. We do not care how a man 
comes to use or to acquire bis powers; w 
are content with a mere dynamometfic o1 
other record of his prowess. From this as- 
pect mass experiments must have some 
value. But this aspect cannot properly be 
called the psychological aspect.

the flural province of the vegetable 

kingdom. There are other plants 
a-pilenty with whitish juice, but in ‘very few 
of them is it of the same beautiful milk- 
white purity, while in none does it break 
forth with such spontaneity and so gen- 
erously—and with so little provocation. I 
have always been surprised with the slight 
amount of abrasion that is needed to start 
the flow, and the copious supply which fol- 
lows the mere scratch of a leaf or the 
slight bending of a stem. Although I have 
always used the greatest care in brushing 
away the dead bloom which has fallen 
from the faded flowers upon the leaves 
beneath, In order that I might photograph 
the plant with the great seed-pods, never- 
theless I have nevér been able to do so 
without the “white blood” starting from the 
surfate in a number of places—-tiny drops 
they» might be, but following one another, 
until the plant below was dripping with the 
milky Suid. 


Milkweed Flowers Are Beoulifel as 
Well as Unique in Shape. 


EW persons think of the milkweeds as 

flowers. To nearly everyone they are 
merely weeds. Yet for uniqueness of form, 
charm of pose, and beauty of coloration they 
surpass @ vast majority of the floral king- 
dom. The flowers stand close inspection, 
too. They. are all charming. and most of 
them are actually beautiful. if you have 
never examined them closely, take the first 
opportunity. of doing so, and you wil) find 
a floral style so distinctly unique that you 
will not soon forget it. 


The name of silkweed is often applied . 


to any or all of the milkweeds—refering to 
the silky pappus with which the seeds are 
so liberally endowed. Butterfly weed is 
also frequently used. This is because. the

terflies. The Monarch butterfly selects the 
milkweeds almost to the exclusion of all 
other plants. We go to the milkweeds in 
search of the Monarch chrysalids, and find 
them hanging from the underside of the 
thick, heavy leaves—-really dangling, for

HE Mexican milkwedd (Asclepias Mext- 
Cana) is one of the most common plants 
of our region and is very generally distribu- 
ted over the whole Southwest. It is the 
most graceful one of the lot—slender of 
stalk, leaf and pod. Though its individual 
flowers are small, they dre of a beautiful 
shade of white-and-ia vender, and they bunch 
themselves in such generous umbels that 
anyone who has not a good word for them 
ie surely niggardly of praise. Then the 
plant is of so friendly and confiding a na- 
ture as to take up its abode along the town 
streets, even coming into the parkings and 
dooryards which are not well kept. In such 
laces it may often be seen still green and 
looming after all around it is brown and 
sere. Its slender build and upright carriage 
easily distinguish it from all other milk- 
weeds. 


The Mexican milkweed is a most vivid il 
lustration of a plant's adaptation to circum- 
stances in perpetuating its kind—in the 
following way: It grows everywhere in our 
wheat and barley fields. When the grain is 
cut in the early summer, this milkweed is 
usually putting forth ites first flowers, or at 
least is in bud ready to do so. The harvest- 
ing machine comes along and snips off the 
top of the plant—probably taking all the 
flowers and buds. But the plant is in no 
wise discouraged. From lower down on the 
stalk it sends up a troop of branches which 
rise high above the stubble, each maturing a 
crop of pods. They are a little bit late and 
may not be quite so large as the earlier ones 
would have been, but there are more of 
them. So it is that along in September the 
seeds are drifting everywhere over te field, 
and far beyond. 


A Semi-desert Milkweed is One of 
Our Most Beautiful Flowers. 


F THE heavy-stalked, thick-leaved milk- 

weeds there are several species —-not 
always easily distinguished apart by the un- 
versed. They mostly have downy or woolly 
leaves which hang downward, as if weary of 
supporting their own weight. Several of 
them are exceedingly woolly, and none— 
except possibly a single species—is perfect- 
ly. smooth. Their flowers partake ‘of the 
same heavy-build as the rest of the plant, 
the individual blooms falling outward and 
downward on their long pedicels, 
a striking weeping-willow effect. . This 
pose is seen carried to the extreme in @ 
semi-desert species which is usually called 
“woolly milkweed (Gomphocarpus tomento 
sa.) This is the most beautiful of all our 
milkweeds Indeed, it may enter the lists 
as one of the most beautiful of all South- 
land flowers—-with its combination of full, 
rich maroon and pinkish-cream tinta As its 
botanical] name of tomentosa would in 
it is a very woolly plant—the leaves 
so heavily covered with “nap” as to feel 
like velvet to the touch. 

Although the heavy-leaved milkweeds are 
not usually distinguished apart by the cas 
ual observer, yet when one takes the 
trouble to make a close acquaintanceship 
with them, they show an individuality which 
one soon beging to recognize. Thus the 
most common species in the coast region 
of the South (Asclepias eriocarpa) has the 
leaves arranged ternately—in whorls of 
three—instead of being oppositely paired, 
as ig the gefera!l run with milkweeds, At 
the top of the stalk the leaves are apt to be 
paired, although it is nothing unusual to 
find the terpate arrangement extending 
clear up to the flowers. Then again, there 
may be four leaves in a whor! towards the 
base of the stalk, This species has a fa

A Fragrant Mig Lives on 
the Mojave Desert. 


arid portions of our country to an ext 
that is often surprising. Thug throughout 
the spring, and even far into the summer, 
the whele western end of the Mojave Desert 
is dotted with fine specimens of the tallest 
and most upright of all our heavy-leaved 


milkweeds. Its leaves are covered with a 
close, thick down which effectually protects 
the surface from sun and wind. Its stalks 
rise to the height of three or four feet. and 
are often striking objectg among the scant 
shrubbery, or may even occupy alone what 
otherwise would be bare stretches 
desert. it is an Esclepias; and the botan 
who described it very appropriately ga 
the specific name of Mojavensis. It is 
wise noteworthy, in that its flowers 
quite fragrant. 

Like nearly all plants which 
fusely when cut, the milkweeds are 
keep from wilting when broken 
this reason they have been one of the 
dificult groups to photograph that I 
met with in all my experience. Of

The Milkweeds Named for Aesculapias, 
“The Father of Medicine.” 


OST of the milkweeds come under the 
genus Asclepias, a name derived from 
Aesculapias, the. “Father of Medicine’—a 
tribute to their medicina) qualities. They 
are credited with being especially efficacious 
in subduing pleurisy and allied complaints. 
The name is also adapted to designate bo- 
tanically the milkweed family—Asclepiada- 
ceas. 
A person's ideas of “plant fashions” often 
receive a rude shock by his coming across

some specimen whose most noticeable char- 
acteristic runs counter to his preconceived 
notions of the group to which it turns out to 
belong. So it was with me when I first saw 
the trailing milk weed, (Philibertia Line- 
aris) om the Colorado Desert. It was 
near Palm Springs that I first saw 
this interesting and charming member of 


the milkweed group. That a vine two or 


three yards long, and no thicker than a knit- 
ting needle, and running along the ground 
and twining in and out among the ‘¥rant 
desert herbage, could be a milkweed, did 
not at all occur to me, unti] a close examina 
tion of the flowers suggested their identity. 
When a broken stem brought forth a copious 
supply of milky juice, all lingering doubts 
took flight and I readjusted my milkweed 
ideas so as to include vines. This trailing 
desert plant is the dainty one of all the 
milkweed sisters, and although delicate of 
aspect, it is not half so frail as it looks. 
Despite the drouth and heat that envelop 
its home, it will often be found still doing 
business after most of its neighbors of 
other species have perished.

Meatless Dishes. 
BARS ago. the tondon Punch, re 
ferring to Bradshaw, the big com- 

plicated English railroad guide 

book, said that, after a close study 
of the volume, it appeared that trains 
might be divided into three classes, name- 
ly: First, those that start and do not ar- 
rive; second, those which arrive, but do not 
start. and third, those which neither start 
hor arrive. 

Tam sometimes reminded of this in look- 
ing over cooking recipes that appear in 
many publications. Some of these were 
evidently never right. Others may have 
‘started right, originally, but have got lost 
in wandering fom one printed sheet to an- 
other, until they have become absolutely 
impossible. Yet others started wrong, 
and have become worse. 

Then there are some of those insipid hy- 
gienic recipes that never would stimulate 
the flow of gastric juice. For instance, 
you may read something like this: “De- 
licious soup: Two heaping jablespoonfuls 
of whole meal flour, stir in a quart of boil- 
ing water, a pinch of salt; serve hot.” 

“By special request,” as they say in the 
cabarets, | reproduce from the Care of the 
Body 
and wholesome, meatiess dishes that have 
fully been tested in my home. Several of 
them were “invented” by me and “per- 
fected by Mrs. B.. who is no “slouch” of a 
cook, although I do not patronize her cook- 
ing much, living mainly on raw food. 
Housewives should file these recipes. 

Frying has been avoided as much as pos- 
sible, as that method of cooking is \undesir- 
able, from a health viewpoint.

Also, if they are available and you like 
them, a few olives. Serve hot or cold. 
This is the commiijn food of peasants in 
‘Northern Italy. For corn, rice or other 
grains may be substituted. 

Nut Rohat.—One cup of ground nuts 
(walnuts or pecans;) two cups toasted 
bread crumbs (whole wheat bread;) two 
eggs; 
spoonful of sage (if you like it.) Add pinch 
of red pepper, if desired. Mix with one cup 
of thin cream. Place in a greased tin; 
steam two hours. Eat with tomato sauce. 
If you wish to make it more economical, 
you may add one cupful of boiled red 
beans. mashed. This is a rich food and 
should be eaten only in great moderation 
and always with raw green stuff. 


Lentil Soup.—-One quart water, six des 
sert spoonfuls lentil four. one cup each 
chopped carrots and chopped lettuce 
steamed, one cup tomato pulp. Cook all 
vegetables until tender, except the tomato 
juice, which should be cooked as little as 
possible. Strain. Add the lentil flour. 
Cook half an hour. Season with a small 
piece of garlic, and sprinkle with chopped 
parsiey when serving. 

Colache—Peel six good-sized squashes, 
edd two tomatoes and a pimiento (chopped,) 
boil im a little water vntil they are soft. 
Drain and mash. Add one good-sized on- 
jon, cut small. Cook until it ts soft, and 
add two tablespoonfuls of oil. Just before 
taking from the stove, add a quarter of a 
pound of eastern cheese.

That is all the more remarkable when

When Mr. Peel resigned in 1895, and 
passed to the House of Lords as Viscount 
Peel, there was a close contest for the 
honor between Mr. Gully, then a compara- 
tively unknown lawyer, and Sir Matthew 
White Ridley. a popular landowner of North- 
umberland; Mr. Gully was elected by a ma- 
jority of only twelve votes. At that time 
Mr. Balfoug was leader of the Unionist oppo- 
sition, and so modest had been the parila 
mentary career of Mf. Gully that, When he 
was spoken of as the Liberal nominee, Mr, 
Balfour did not even -know him by sight, 
and had to have Gully pointed out to him. 
It is satisfactory to know that this obscure 
Cumberland member made so impartial and 
successful a Speaker that he was never 
afterwards opposed for the office, and re 
tired in 1905 with the plaudits of all parts 
of the House. 

It is a matter of common knowledge, how- 
ever, the sort of thing nobody thinks of con- 
tradicting or “disputing, that absolutely the 
most successful Speaker the British Parlia- 
ment has ever had is the courtly gentleman 
who is now retiring. It has frequently been 
said that of the last three occupants of this 
Parliamentary threne, Peel ruled by his 
sternness, Gully by his legality, Lowther by 
his sense of humor. Never once has the 
genial “human” nature of this man been 
ruffled; only omce (and then by Mr. Joseph 
Devlin, Irish Nationalist) has his absolute 
fairness been questioned or disputed. 

That delightful gift of humur, which 
crowns his other gifts and gracos, has often 
stilled potential storms and changed the at- 
mosphere of the House as in a moment. 
When his friends first talked of nominating 
him to succeed Mr. Gully, he declined. “To
